CHOKED HER 


A Chicago Brick-layer the Victim of 
His Daughter.

CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—David pat a 
brick-layer, aged 51 years, living at No. 
178 Sangamon street, was found dead in 
his room last night. The circumstances 
surrounding his death are so suspicious 
that his son-in-law, Richard Stapleton, 
and daughter, Minnie, are being held by 
the Desplaines-street police to await for 
a Coroner’s inquest which will de held in 
the morning. The police say that Staple- 
ton made this statement when arrested: 
“My wife and her father have been drunk 
for several days. On Saturday. morning 
they had a row in which Minnie choked 
her pa. After she let him go he threw 
himself on the cot and complained of feel- 
ing sick. We went away and when we re- 
turned last night found him dead.“ 

This story of Stapleton’s does not coin- 
cide with that told by Emil Strong, who 
owns the house in which Higgins died. 
Strong averred that no penalty of the 
law was severe enough to ptnish Mrs. 
Stapleten, and that her husband was in- 
cluded in the same category. Strong 
said: ‘‘Five weeks ago old man Higgins 
rented a room of me. A week ago Rich- 
ard Stapleton and his wife came to occupy 
the same room with Higgins, the «oman. 
being the old mön's daughter. She is 
everything a woman should not. be, Her 
no better as a man. That 
morning, about 1 o’clock, I heard Higgins 
out in the hall. I took him into my room 
and made a bed for him on the sofa. He 
said he was afraid Stapleton would kill 
him and that his daughter choked him so 
he could not sleep. The next day I turned 
the Stapletons out. They returned shortly 
after and have since abused the old man 
shamefully.”’ 

Strong stated that the ‘woman and 
Stapleton were accustomed to beat and 
choke the old man cruelly and the dead 
man’s face ing almost unrecognizable 
from discgloration when found lends color 
to ~ eller that he was ne by the 
couple.

The Battle of Anjo 
Terry. 


History According to the 
Wojen Writers. 


How Capts. Matsaki and Tokiyama 
Fell Leading Their 
Troops. 


The Japanese Forces Would not be 
Denied, but Pushed Eagerly 


into the Fight—The Cap- 
ture of Asan.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—The Jap- 
anese are making history, not only through 
their troops in tne field and their fleets 
upon the sea, but through their authors 
and publishers. From T. Sone of the Ta- 
kata Shokai, which supplies arms and mu- 
nitions of war to the Mikado, who is now 
in San Francisco, have been obtained three 
volumes of war history published in Jap- 
anese by the Hakubun Kan Publishing 
Company of Tokio. Sone is on his way to 
London and Berlin. Following the story 
of the Korean rebellion and the sending of 
Chinese and Japanese troops into the Her- 
mit Kingdom, is the following account of 
the first land battle: 

“Asan was not the first bloody meeting 
of the nations. Spears and swords had 
dripped with coolle gore before that san- 
guinary struggle. The first real fight of 
the war was at Anjo Ferry on July 28. 
Capt. Matzsaki and Capt. Tokiyama were 
killed there. The Japanese decided to at- 
tack the Chinese by night, but only the 
officers knew the orders. The soldiers were 
ordered to prepare for action and rested on 
their arms. The night of the 28th had be- 


gun and the clouds covered the skies, and | 


the darkness was like ‘a wall. 

“At midnight the Japanese force was 
ordered to advance to the attack. Absolute 
Silence was enforced. At 12:30 o’clock the 
army moved, the left wing leading. When 
near the Chinese a line of battle was 
formed and the right wing began the en- 
gagement. The commander of the right 
wing was Capt. Matzsaki. One point of 
his division left Sose and within a half 
mile crossed a river knee-deep, and after 
a like interval waded another stream shoul- 


five feet. wide, over Which there had been 
fine bridge which ye Chinese in retreat- 
ing had half destroyed. 

“Beyond the river-the enemy had made 
his camp, but had not felt secure, and the 
watchful sentries gave the alarm when the 
Japanese were yet some distance removed. 
A tall fellow gave the alarm by shouting. 
The Japanese soldiery would not be de- 
nied, but rushed eagerly into fighting dis- 
tance and plied their rifles with skill and 
deadly effect. The old feud with China 
was remembered, and every soldier of 
Japan fought as though he was alone to 
answer for the rebuke of the encroaching 
Chinese Empire. The Japanese were few, 
but they were brave, and the vast horde 
of Chinese coolies melted before the on- 
slaught. Hardly one of the Chinese force 
made a fair resistance, and the petty com- 
wand of Japanese swept over the fields 
maiming and killing in the flush of. victo- 
rious effort. 

“The Japanese knew they were going 
up to Asan. It was dark; the road was un- 
known to the assaulting party; ponds and 
marshes were around, into which the sol- 
diers sank and some were drowned, Capt. 
Tokiyama and twenty of his men meeting 
that fate like brave men and Japanese. 


Those who were not mired down hurried 


forward, carrying all before them, until 
a troop of Chinese cavalry was encoun- 
tered. Capt. Matzsaki tried to force a 
way through the horse-troops. He drew 
his sword and was in the lead when a bul- 
let pierced him in the thigh. He did hot 
lose heart, but, using his sword as a 
probe, he extracted the bullet and rushed 
on in the fighting. Another ball pierced 
his head. He cried out and fell dead at 
the hoofs of the horse. His soldiers went 
on to avenge him, and spared neither men 
nor horses, but slaughtered all alike, un- 
til twenty Chinese soldiers had been 
stricken down. Fighting began at 3 a.m., 
and continued for thirty minutes before the 


cloud of Chinese dissipated before the sol- 


diery of the Mikado. 

“When the command had been gathered 
after the skirmish it started on toward 
Asan, and marched in peace until July 29, 
when the Advance of the left wing, com- 
manded by Gen. Oshima, went up against 
the right wing of the Chinese army, which 
was intrenched in the fort of Saikan. The 
Japanese fired on the fort and were 
answered briskly with small arms. Bul- 
lets came like floating stars, covering the 
skies and making the noise ‘Shenshen.’ 
Both parties fought very hard. The Japa- 
nese right wing came from the Anjo Ferry 
and attacked the first intrenchment of 
the left wing of the Chinese. Suddenly 
smoke covered all the earth. The crying 
and whizzing of the bullets and the shouts 
of the eager soldiers, joined with the roar 
of musketry, were like the noise when the 
mountains and the hills are rolled to- 
gether and destroyed. 


its fleld-pieces, and did not once fail to hit 
the fort of the Chinese, who cried so 
much that their assailants knew great ex- 
ecution was being done. At the same time 
the Chinese fired a heavy cannon at the 
Japanese, but did not know how to shoot, 
and some shots fell short, while others 
passed. beyond. Smoke again veiled the 
earth, and the Japanese fixed bayonets 
and ran into the fort and began to pierce 
their enemies, who could not face such 
fierce. foes, but fied. Saikan was well 
fortified, but the Japanese reduced t 
forte and turned the guns against the sec- 
ond line of intrenchments around Asan, 
which was twenty feet high. The Chi- 
nese fought hard to hold their ground, 
but were forced back toward Asan. In 
this way the Japanese troops, under Gen. 
Oshima, proceeded, and destroyed all the 
lines before them. 

The Japanese lost six officers killed 
and drowned, and thirty-two soldiers killed 
and drowned. The Chinese loss was about 
five hundred men. When Saikan was de- 
stroyed the Chinese ran away from Agan,

Eight cannon, sixty flags, 
provisions and ammunition like a big hill 
were captured in Asan. Everything was 
saved and transported to Jinsen. Five 
hundred bags of provisions were donated 
All else was 
burned. Some of the cannén were spiked, 
but all the small arms were saved. A 
triumphal arch was erected two miles 
from the south gate of Seoul. and the Jap- 
anese army was reviewed there in the pres- 
ence of a myriad of Koreans. who pre- 
pared a feast of beef and wine for the 
Soldiers. On August 13, 100 Chinese sol- 
diers, defeated at the battle of Chin-Sen, 
‘while retreating, stopped to loot the town 
of Chin-Sen, Korea. Part of a Japanese 
army engineer corps, five in number was 
working on the construction of a tele- 
graph line, and when they saw the van- 
dalism of the hundred Chinese, the engi- 
neers drew their swords and went right 
among the Chinese and fought so bravely 
that the Chinese sgsoldiery scattered as 
gathered spiders scatter at the approach 
of danger. The Korean citizens were 
grateful to their Japanese protectors, and 
gave the engineers the liberty of the 
town.“ 

Such are some of the incidents of the 
war as they will go into Japanese history. 


WOUNDED TROOPS. 


CHEMULPO, Oct. 22.—A detachment of 
1800 wounded Japanese has arrived here. 
There is.a large number of wounded at 
Seoul. In addition 2100 wounded Japan- 
ese have been sent to Japan. At Ping- 
Yang there are 1200 wounded Chinese in 
the hospitals. The rebellious Tong-Haks 
of Southern Korea are restless and only 
the fact that they are not provided with 
arms prevents them from breaking out in 
open revolt and moving upon Seoul, for 
which many of them have started. 

Four hundred Japanese soldiers have 
been stationed off the King’s Palace, 
Seoul, as the King’s brother is believed 
to be leagued with the Tong-Haks. The 
Chinese are mobilizing a force at Kiren 
and gathering a strong force at Pow- 
Ting-Fu. The second son of the King of 
Korea left here on October 15 as special 
envoy to the Mikado in order, it is sup- 
posed, to return the visit of the Marquis 
Slouyo of the Japanese envoy. The King's 
son took with him a quantity of presents. 
Many letters of Europeans in Korea have 
been opened by the Japanese authorities. 
The British Consul’s mail-bag was de- 
tained for three weeks. 

THE JAPANESE FLEET. 

LONDON, Oct. 22.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Tien-Tsin says the report is 
current that seventeen Japanese warships, 
under Admiral Ito, have assembled at 
Ping-Yang Inlet. Thornton Haven, it is 
said, has never been occupied by the Jap- 
anese. The Chinese fleet is reported at 
Wei-Hai-Wei. 

THOSE NEGOTIATIONS. 

TIEN-TSIN, Oct. 22.—It is stated from 
reliable sources that negotiations for peace 
between China and Japan are proceeding 
at Seoul.

TALK OF WAR. 


The Mexican and Guatemalan Gov- 


ents Moving Troops. 

0 (Mex.,) Oct. 22.—Official ad- 
vices ve been received here that the 
government of Guatemala is dispatching 
large fotwes of troops to the frontier, along 
the Mexictn border. The Mexican govern- 
ment has ordered several thousand troops 
to Acapulco and Tehuantepec. These evi- 
dent preparations for war are causing 
much excitement in the States of Tabasco 
and Chiapas, and many foreigners are 


leaving. 


THEY BOUGHT POOLS. 


Hosts of "Suckers Endeavoring to 
Get Their Money Back. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 22.—The news of 
the closing up by the police of the Pub- 
lic Stock and Produce n the dis- 
cretionary pool comcern, 
brought great crowds t trom 
the country into town, showing how. wide- 
spread has been the operations of these 
concerns. Delaney, who operated the Pub- 
lic Stock and Produce Exchange, secured 
a release on bail,-for a hearing this even- 
ing. At the office, this morning, they 
announced to their clients that, as their 
books were in the hands of the police, 
they would be unable to pay out money 
or transact any business, except to re- 
ceive notices of the withdrawal of de- 
posits. 

All discretionary pools have a claim in 
their agreements, by which they can in- 
sist upon thirty days’ notice of with- 
drawal. The Consolidated Stock and Pro- 
duce Company, another discretionary pool, 
did not open its doors today. Hundreds 
of investors, who went to the office to 
withdraw deposits, were confronted with 
a notice that the firm had temporarily 
suspended. Washington Force, the man- 
ager, was not there, and no one ap- 
peared to know his whereabouts. Warrants 
have been issued for him. Other pools 
Are expected to suspend at any moment, 
and the excitement among the investors 
is running high. By the beoks at Delaney's, 
it is shown that half the investors are 
women, most of them domestics and wash- 
erwomen, who fancied they had found an 
easy read to wealth. 

‘William E. Debaney, manager of the 
Public. Stock and Grain Exchange, failed 
to appear at the hearing this afternoon, 
and his bond for $4500 was forfeited. C. 
H. and Henry Delaney, brothers of the 
manager, were held by the court on the 
charge of conspiracy to defraud. The 
clerks and employees of the firm were dis- 
charged. 

H. P. Packer of the Consolidated Stock 
and Grain Exchange was arrested this 
afternoon on the same charge preferred 
against the Delaneys.

WANTS TO VOTE. 


O’Donovan Rossa Tied Up on Account 
of His Papers. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Sorvice. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—0 Donovan Rossa 
has written a letter to President Cleveland 
protesting against the action of Edwin F. 
Uhl, Assistant Secretary of State, in refus- 
ing to issue a passport, although he has 
been voting here a number of years on 
papers granted by Justice Larramore in the 
Court of Common Pleas on February 21, 
1871. 

Uhl's ruling was to the effect that the 
papers were worthless on the ground that 
the qualification of five years’ continuous 
residence has not been complied with. 
Uhl's decision, Rossa says, prevented him 
from visiting Great Britain, where he had 
contracted to lecture and compelled his re- 
turn to this country from the continent of 
Europe. Before going to Europe in May he 
applied for the possports in the regular 
manner, and did not discover they had been 
refused until his wife wrote to him on the 
other side of the water. 

In his complaint to President Cleveland 
he inquires whether Uhl is an Englishman, 
an Orangeman or a member of the A. P. A. 
He gives an account of his application for 
his first papers, of his arrest and incarcera- 
tion in English prisons up to January, 1871, 
and says that on his return to America, 
Justice Larramore issued the second papers 
by virtue of the constitutional clause which 
says Five years’ consecutive residence.“ 
holds good for the man who has taken out 
his first papers and leaves the country with 
the intention of returning, but who is de- 
tained in a manner that makes it impos- 
sible for him to return and who returns as 
soon as he can. Rossa wants to vote at 
the coming election, and says he cannot 
again apply for second papers because the 
judges have ordered the arrest of persons 
who only having secured second papers file 
application for a second issue.

LONDON, Oct. 22.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Today has produced practically nothing 
to the point in regard to the situation of 
the Czar. In all the continental capitals 
and in London there have been streams 
of callers of all classes at the Russian 
Embassy. To these, however, little in- 
formation was vouchsafed, and that little 
consisted of forebodings. . 

Prayers and masses are incessantly of- 
fered from St. Petersburg to Viadivostock; 
from Rome to Buenos Ayres. The wild 
rumors reported yesterday from St. Peters- 
burg were repeated today in still wilder 
forms. From Moscow comes a report that 
there aré people there who insist the 
Czarowitch has refused to ascend the 
throne and that the Czar, in order to 
compel him to do so, has ordered his im- 
mediate marriage to Princesse Alix. The 
Moscovites fear that should the rumors 
prove true they will have to face the grav- 
est peril possible. 

The Cologne Gazette prints-a St. Peters- 
burg telegram stating the Czar has given 
orders for a se“tlement of the succession 
to the imperial council. He has advised 
that Grand Duke George, his second son, 
should, on account of his health, re- 
nounce his claim for the crown to Grand 
Duke Michael, who ought to take the 
oath as heir presumptive to the throne. 
The Berlin Tageblatt published a tele- 
gram from Livida asserting the betrothal 
of Czarowitch and Princess Alix will 
Yormally occur tomorrow and that the 
marriage will be celebrated Wednesday. 
This hastening of the ceremony is said to 
be due to the rule of the Romanoffs re- 
quiring any heir presumptive to marry 
before ascending to the throne and to 
prociaim his succe On this account 
the proclamation of the Grand Duke 
Michael as the ultimate heir apparent is 
generally expected.

A Russian ountess Making Her Liv- 
ing in New York.

‘NEW YORK, Oct. 22.-—Chicago may 
boast of having an alien marquis, who is 
a millionaire carpenter and builder, but 
New York goes one better, for Wall-street 
business men buy their papers of a count- 
ess, who once had an established position 
in the court of St. Petersburg. She is a 
little, old woman, who has a small stand 
in front of the postoffice, over which she 
presides with a @ignity acquired under 
far different circumstances. Her full 
name is Josephine Suffcen Jarozka. Her 
story, as she tells it, begins when, as a 
young Polish girl, she married Paul Ja- 
rozka, and went to live in St.Petersburg. 
She had a high social position there. 
That was almost a generation ago, and 
she was happy in the Russian capital for 
By and by she and her hus- 
, and finally she 
left him. Then her husband retaliated in 
a manner that some people might call 
particularly Russian. 

The couple had a son, a bright youth, 
and the father caused information to be 
sent to the government that he was in a 
conspiracy against the crown. One day 
the son disappeared. The next the mother 
heard of him was that he had been sent to 
Siberia to die in the mines. The Countess 
immediately endeavored to secure her 
boy’s release. She visited the officials her- 
self. She asked all her friends to help 
her: but she could not remqve the Czar's 
chains from her boy. She then came to 
America, bringfng with her. what little 
money she had saved. She lived in New 
York in cheap lodging-houses until nearly 
all her money was gone, and the time had 
come for her to do some kind of work or 
starve. Then she began to sell papers, 
and since has earned her living in that 
manner. Attempts have been made to 
teke her from her present position of want 
and place her where she will never again 
be in danger of hunger and cold, but che 
looks on all of them as charity, and re- 
fuses them. 


MONROE HEATH. 


Death of a Well-known ex-Mayor of 
Chicago.

A FABLE LAND. 


Ssenes and Incidents in the Alaskan 
Possessions.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—Among the

After enduring 
incredible hardships in a journey of many 
hundreds of miles over bleak lands, snow 
and ice, the travelers have returned to 
— native shores rich in experience and 


pe. 

R. F. Oberlander of Pasadena, one of 
the party, an energetic young man who, 
despite his experiences in Alaska, holds 
that country in high regard, says he is 
convinced that its future is full of prom- 
ise and that eventually Alaska will be 
known as one of the greatest gold-produc- 
ing countries in the world. 

Oberlander states that on the way down 
the Yukon River he saw a burning coal 
mine, which had been in a state of igni- 
tion for more than three years. The scene 
was a beautiful one at night, the effect be- 
ing to light up the sky with a ruddy glare 
while during the day the light of the sun 
was obscured by dense clouds of smoke. 
Near this burning mine is located an im- 
mense deposit of tusks and bones, the re- 
mains of mammoths, which had probably 
made this their feeding ground in ages 
gone by. 

“While at Birch Creek,” said Ober- 
lander, I was informed of the discovery 
of a wonderful cave by a miner named 
Shuman. I was unable to visit the cave, 
which is located forty miles above Master- 
dan Creek. Shuman states that his cave 
is eighty feet in length and varies from 
four to seventy feet in width. After enter- 
ing through a small aperture, the sides 
of which are composed of granite, one 
emerges into a solid ice chamber, from 
which hang numerous stalactites glisten- 
ing like silver. Shuman was surprised to 
find that there were a number of air-cur- 
rents in the cave, the source of which he 
could not determine.

A, HEARTLESS MOTHER. 


Arrest of an Oakland Woman for 
Maltreating a Child.

OAKLAND, Oct. 22.—Mrs. Sarah San- 
ford, secretary of the Humane Society, is 
investigating a particularly offensive case 
of cruelty to children. She has secured a 
large amount of evidence, and on the show- 
ing made she caused the arrest of Mrs.

The complaints of the neighbors have 
been so earnest and frequent in regard to 
the cruelty suffered by the nine-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. Snyder that Mrs. Sanford 
thought it was about time to take some 
action in the matter. An investigation 
showed that it was a remarkable case of’ 
cruelty. It appears that Mrs. Snyder has 
always treated three children well; but 
the fourth, a handsome little girl, came in 
for all the beatings. The neighbors’ at- 
tention was first called to the case when 
the mother was seen dragging the, child 
through the streets. The little one was 

eaming, but that did not make any 
difference with the mother. It is charged 
that a favorite method of punishment in- 
flicted on the pretty child was to throw 
hot water on her. Mrs. Snyder used to 
met a basin ot hot water and throw it in 
the little one’s face and make her scream 
with pain and fright. 

On another occasion, according to the 
testimony of eye-witnesses, the mother 
kicked the little one and knocked her clear 
off the back porch. At all hours of the 
night the neighbors have heard the child 
screaming in a most pitiful manner. They 
thought she was being beaten. Mrs. Sny- 
der, however, explains the incident by say- 
ing she locked the child in a room and that 
she commenced to scream, as she did not

ST. JOE ENTHUSES. 

ST. JOSEPH (Mo.,) Oct. 22.—Amid the 
booming of cannon and the cheers of 10,000 
lusty-lunged Missourians, the Vice-Presi- 
dential train pulled into the Union Depot. 
The platform and railroad yards adjacent 
were black with people, who pushed and 
jostled each other to secure a better point 
of vantage. As the train steamed into 
the depot the Fourth Regiment N.G.M., 
with fixed bayonets, cleared an avenue 
through which the Vice-President and his 
escort passed to the carriages. The party 
was met as they stepped from the train 
by a reception committee headed by State 
Committeeman Davis and made up of the 
leading wholesale merchants of the city. 
Four full bands were stationed at different 
parts of the depot grounds and as the party 
left the train discoursed stirring music.

THE IRONWORKERS GATHER IN. 
CONVENTION. 


A Branch of the A. R. U. to be Estab- 
blished in New York—Peculiar 


Damage Suit in the 
Wabash Court.

_INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 22.—One hundred 
and fifty thousand iromworkers of the 
United States have sent delegates to the 
conference which begins today at En- 
glish’s Hotel. Various branches of the 
fron industry are represented. Among the 
organizations which have commissioners 
at the conference are the machinists, 
boiler-makers, pattern-makers, black- 
smiths, molders, metal-polishers and sheet- 
iron workers. 

The meeting will continue tomorrow and 
is looked upon as significant by working- 
men. he sole purpose of the gathering 
of delegates, said ohe of them, is to bring 
the iromworkers closer together. No strike 
ts contemplated. If a general organiza- 
tion can be effected, the workers will be 
benefited and their strength increased. 

A PECULIAR SUIT. 

WABASH (ind.,) Oct. 22.—A peculiar 
damage suit was filed in the Wabash 
Circuit Court, designed to test how far 
a contract between an employer and an 
employee is binding. The plaintiff is Na- 
than Meyer, proprietor of hat works in 
this city. When the works were estab- 
lished in this city three years ago, Oscar 
Busch, a printer who has charge of the 
lettering on the interior of the hats, was 
brought from New York city under con- 
tract to do the work. He was paid $15 
a week and two weeks ago his wages 
were raised to $18. About a month ago 
he quit work and would not return unless 
engaged for two years at $20 a week. This 
was acceded to by Meyer and a written 
contract was drawn up and signed. 

On Friday night Busch said that he 
wanted the balance due him. as he did 
not intend working longer, and a check 
for $52 was given him. On Saturday 
morning he did not appear and when re- 
minded of the contract said it made no 
difference, as he was going East unless 
Meyer raised his wages to $25 a week. 
Meyer declined to entertain this propo- 
sition, and Busch not only refused to go 
to the factory, but refused to let his as- 
sistant go to work. Payment was stopped 
on the $52 check and suit for $1000 dam- 
ages began against Busch. Meanwhile the 
factory is closed, two hundred persons 
are out of employment and the works will 
not start until the latter part of the week, 
when a skilled printer can be hired and 
brought here. 

STOPPING THE LOOMS. 

FALL RIVER (Mass.,) Oct. 22.—The 
weavers have caused the stoppage of 
3500 looms since Saturday, and only 
25,600 looms out of nearly sixty thousand 
in the city are running. 

The Rcoeson, one of the smaller mils, 
has already shut down, and others are 
running only. a small portion of their 
machinery. Many weavers stayed out to- 
day, through fear of the strikers. At the 
Merchant mill 1600 looms were stopped, 
as a resuit of the intimidating tactics. 
If present conditions continue a few days 
longer, a complete shut-down will be or- 
dered until December 1. 

AN INFORMBR’S HEARINGd. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—James P. Archi- 
bald, who was recently charged by the 
Central Labor Union with being a spy 
and an informer, has been given a hear- 
ing before that organization. Delegate 
Kerrigan expected to prove his charges, 
but he failed to do so. A committee from 
the Centra) Labor Union adjourned into 
another room, to hear what Kerrigan had 
to say. He stected that he was ready to 
produce three witnesses next Sunday, and 
present his. charges against Secretary 
Archibald. Then he confessed that he 
had not seen Secretary Archibald shipping 
labor union men on October 56, as he 
charged on the previous Sunday. He said 
the date was a mistake. He had also 
etated that Archibald was a member of 
the Dublin Men’s Association. A member 
of that body present proved that Archibald 
was not a member. 

The committee returned to the hall with 

ese facts. The delegates, after a spir- 
ited discussfon, decided that the United 
Brewers’ Association, represented by Ker-

DEBS IN NEW YORK. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—E. V. Debs, pres- 
ident of the A. R. U., will organize a branch 
of the union in this city tomorröw. On 
Wednesday Debs will hold a conference 
with New York railway men as to the con- 
nection with the A.R.U., and on Thursday 
he will address a mass-meeting in Brook- 
lyn. Friday he will start on an organizing 
tour through the State, visiting Watertown, 
Rochester and Buffalo. The tour will 
terminate with a general reunion of promi- 
nent union men at Cleveland. 

Debs said today: I have received forty- 
two applications for charters since I left Chi- 
cago. The union is booming. I predict this 
country has seen its biggest railroad strike. 
There will never be one like it again. At 
a convention of the forty-two delegates 
from the various branches of the A.R.U.

DROPPED A SHELL. 


Over Sixty Persons Killed by an 
Explosion in Rio. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
BALTIMORE, Oct. 22.—Capt. Hudgins 
of the doffee-bark, Dom Pedro II., now in 


port, gives a graphic description of a 
dynamite explosion that occurred in Rio 
a few days prior to September 6, when 
his vessel sailed for Baltimore. A Bra- 
zilian soldier discovered near the English 
cemetery a subterranean magazine, in 
which the insurgents of the recent re- 
bellion had concealed a large quantity of 
gunpowder, cartridges and dynamite 
shelis, which they evidently intended us- 
ing against the government. The soldier 
reported his find to the general command 
ing, and a rough cart, drawn by two 
mules, was sent to the scene to remove 
the contents cf the hidden magazine to a 
Place of safety. 
A detachment of soldiers accompanied 
cart, and a curieus crowd of citizens 
followed it to the little hole which had been 
dug out to hold the explosives. A quantity 
of the shells had been place in the cart 
and a pile of others had been passed out 
close behind it when one of the soldiers. 
while in the ac“ of handling a shell, 
dropped it im among the others. An ex- 
plosion shook che earth. A sheet of flames 
shot upward and a cloud of whitish smoke 
hid everything from view. The vessels in 
the harbor rocked at their nroorings, and 
city was thrown, into wild excitement. 
Over a ton of dynamite had exploded from 
the dropping of a shell. The soldiers and 
‘mules were blown into fragments, and only 
pieces were found. Over sixty persons 
were reported killed.

Buried by a Falling Struc- 
ture at St. Mul.

ST. PAUL, Oct. 22.—Six men were 
buried under the ruins of an old building 
on Bridge Square this afternoon and all 
were badly injured, two fatally. On the 
steep bluff, close by the Wabash-street 
bridge and nearly 100 feet above the rail- 
road tracks, the McClung building has 
stood for many years. It was finally con- 
demned. Recently the Pabst Brewing 
Company secured the location for a ware- 
house and concert garden, and for several 
days the old building has been in the 
course of destruction. Workmen had re- 
moved the roof and were loosening the 
boards on the second floor when the floor 
gave way beneath them, carrying them to 
the furthest corner of the cellar. .

AN ANARCHIST SCARE. 
Washington Police in Possession of 
Sensational Information.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—-The local po- 
lice are exercised over a new Anarchist 
scare. During the Coxey excitement last 
spring, threatening reports came from Chi- 
cago that a number of leading Anarchists 
were to join the movement, and, on reach- 
ing Washington, intended to blow up sev- 
eral of the public buildings. These re- 
ports were regarded as in the nature of a 
joke, but the Washington police took them 
seriously. Now the police officers claim 
to have received information in some mys- 
terious way that the Anarchists are coming 
from France to carry out the designs which 
the Chicago band had failed to accomplish. 

The police will give no details of the 
scare, but furnish a letter purporting to 
have been written by a London Anarch- 
ist, in which the former plot of last spring 
was outlined. According to this Anarch- 
ust, who si himself No. 11, the life of 
a certain féreign Ambassador was to have 
been taken. It was predicted in a letter 
that there will be a sensation in a few 
days, the natiire of which it is not nec- 
essary to state, as it does not concern 
America.“ 

The police say that this referred to the 
Carnot assassination. No particulars are 
given out in regard to the new Anarchist 
scare, but the police insist that there is 
something in it. The Immigration Bu- 
reau has no advices from France about 
the sailing of any prominent Anarchists.

He is the only can- 
didate upon the publican or Dem- 
ocratic tickets fron¥ Southern Califor 
nia. All of the members of the Su- 
preme Court whose terms have not 
expired are from the northern part of 
the State, and all of the Democratic 
nominees are also from the north, so 
that if Judge Torrance is not elected 
the southern gart of the State will not 
be represented in the Supreme Court. 
This geographical consideration is a 
legitimate one to urge in Judge Tor- 
rance’s behalf. As a matter of fair 
play, the south is certainly entitled to 
one representative among the seven 
members of our highest court. Be- 
sides, there are interests peculiar te 
the southern part of California in 
which there is certain to be more or 
less litigation that will reach the Su- 
preme Court, and it is no reflection 
upon those members of the court who 
come from other localities to urge the 
importance of Southern California - 
ing represented there by at least one 
member who will have a personal fa- 
miliarity with the subject matter of 
this litigation.

bonds, for which thé Council has 
passed an ordinance of intention.

The objection 
referred to above does not seem to 
hold good in the case of Third street, 
or it would not be proposed to spend 
the large sum of $141,600 on that 
street—three-fourths of the sum asked 
for schools, and nearly 30 per cent. of 
the total proposed bond issue. Of the 
urgent necessity which exists for the 
completion without delay of the open- 
ing of First street it is unnecessary to 
say anything further. Columns upon 
columns have been written upon the 
subject, and our citizens, with the ex- 
ception of a very few who let a mis- 
taken view of their private interests 
blind them to the interests of the city, 
are unanimous in urging that this ob- 
stacle in the path of the city’s pro- 
gress be removed. 

Quite as necessary is the opening of 
North Broadway. The intersection of 
Spring and First streets is the most 
crowded and dangerous street-crossing

THE CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


The committees of citizens and of 
the Council who have in charge the 
preparation of amendments to the 
charter are still struggling with the 
questions. Unless the amendments 
are speedily decided upon it will be 
too late to get them before the Legis- 
lature for adoption. 

The Times has already referred to 
the proposed changes as being desira- 
ble ones, in the interest of economy 
and reform. The chief features are 
the consolidation of several offices and 
the placing of more power in the 
hands of the Mayor. 

One of the weak points of the pres- 
ent charter is the provision for hold- 
ing the city election so near the date 
of the State and county election. 


ing more so. With the opening of

The creation of a great 
park is a work of time, and of long 
time. Parks are for recreation, not 
business; let business come first. The 
annual appropriations for parks should 
be moderate, and the money carefully 
expended. Large expenditures at one 
time are apt to be wasted. Those 
who desire. to see the Third 
street enterprise succeed would do 
well to aid in this matter. The 
proposition as at present pre- 
sented, is too one-sided to meet the 
approval of voters. It will suffer de- 


feat if usged in its present shape. 


Trades of all kinds are under way 
while municipal candidates are in the 
field, and this makes it more difficult. 
to select men from a standpoint of 
eligibility only. It would be a good 


idea for the new charter to provide 
for a city election at some date that 
does not come 80 closely after the 


other election. 


Meantime, the revision committees

(BMitorial:) The Post this afternoon 
publishes a startling chapter from the life 
history of James H. Budd, Democratic 
nominee for Governor of California, which 
cannot fail to interest every citizen.

The court says: Looking at much of the 
matter which has come into this record., 
in the absence of the settlement, it 
WOULD WEAR PROBABLY A DIFFER- 
ENT ASPECT AND COMPEL us to re- 
gard it in a different light than we do 
now in adjusting the rights and equities 
of the parties. But it seems to us that 
ONE of the PRINCIPAL OBJECTS which 
induced the respondent Budd to COMPRO- 
MISE and settle and put an end to all 
controversy was the EXCLUSION of this 
very matter which otherwise would nec- 
essarily be involved in the case. 

In view of all these facts, we are inclined 
to think that the settlement must be up- 
held, and that the decrees of the court 
below must be affirmed in all manners 
and things except that the respondeat 
Budd shall not be entitled to recover costs 
and disbursements in either court.“ 

Chief Justice Waldo thought the will 
was void because Nancy was not of age 
when she died. 

The case was argued, and a decision 
given November 2, 1886. It was 
in Dell’s reargument that the will was 
forged, and Budd was a party to the 
forgery. 

The court says that no evidence was in- 
cluded in the record on appeal, and there- 
fore, it could not consider the point. And 
Neff, not having shown by a preponderance 
of evidence the fraud of Budd in the will, 
the court reaffirmed the judgment. 


The Alleged Will. 


The following is a copy of the docu-. 


ment purporting to be the will of Nancy 
Neff, and upon which James H. Budd based 
his suit to secure possession of her 
property: 

In the Name of God, Amen, I, Nancy 
Neff, of Portland, Multnomah County, 
State of Oregon, 
do make and declare this my last will and 
testament (and I do hereby repeal all 
previous ‘wills and testaments,) viz.: 

I give, desire and bequeath all my 
property, real and personal, of every de- 
scription and kind, to James Hubert Budd, 
and I do appoint James H. Budd my sole 
exeoutor, to serve without bonds.

ATHLETIC CLUB NOTES. 


‘The Tramp to Wilson’s Peak—The 
Chess Tournament. 

A moonlight excursion to Wilson’s Peak 
last Saturday night marked the inaugura- 
tion of the first.of a series of outings to 
begin this winter under the auspices of 
the Trantpers’ Annex of the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club, and was participated in by 
as jolly a party as ever filled a tally-ho. 

The party left the Athletic Club roome 
at 11 o’clock Saturday night, proceeding 
by tally-ho to the foot of the trail, which 
was reached at 1:30 a.m. The ascont of 
the trail was begun fifteen minutes later; 
Martin’s Camp coming in sight at 5 a.m. 
The moon afforded an excellent light for 
the entire distance, an e cool night air 
served to brace up the drooping spirits of 
the tired members of the party. 

After a good but insufficient breakfast, 

the peak, Echo Rock, and ether wondrous 
points were visited until near the time 
to return home, when another breakfast 
was served at the camp. 
Some ervations were taken by Prof. 
Marschutz, which may prove of interest. 
The pedometer registered eight and one- 
fourth miles from the foot of the trail to 
Martin’s Camp, and seven-eighths of a mile 
from there to the peak, making in all 
nine and one-eighth miles. The altitude 
barometer showed Martin’s Camp to be 
5100 feet, and the peak 5600 feet above sea- 
level. Several previous tests showed the 
same figure. The thermometer did not go 
below 60 deg. in the coolest part of the 
night. The pedometer registered twenty- 
three and one-eighth miles at the foot of 
the trail as the entire walking distance 
covered during the trip. The crowd tak- 
ing the tally-ho at the foot of the trail, 
arrived in the city at 5 p.m., Sunday after- 
noon.

ALVA JOHNSON ONCE MORE BE- 
HIND THE BARS. 


Taken into Custody on Suspicion of 
Being Implicated in the 
Roscoe Train-rob- 
bery. 


Alva Johnson, a resident of the Tejunga, 
was again arrested. yesterday upon sus- 
picion of béing concerned in the Roscoe 
train-robbery, and is now confined in the 
middle tank of the County Jail. He ‘was 
arrested a few miles north of Newhall 
yesterday afternoon while en route to the 
new mines with a negro, by Constable 
Frank Dowler of Palmdale. 

Johnson, it will be remembered, was one 
of the first men arrested on suspicion after 
the train-robbery,, but was discharged, 
there being no evidence to warrant his 
being held. Since the confession of Etzler 
to Detective MoCarty at Phoenix, Ariz., 
however, the officers claim to have all the 
evidence necessary to insure Johnson's 
conviction. 

When taken to the County Jail hast night 
by Constable Dowler, Johnson appeared to 
feel his arrest very keenly, but refused | 
to be interviewed or to discuss the train- 
robbery with either his captor, or the 
1 officials. He will probably be arraigned 
t y. 


THE SINGLE TAXERS. 


An Address by Col. John R. Berry— 
Other Speakers. 

Col. John R. Berry, late Collector of the 
Port at San Diego, addressed an interested 
audience at the Single-tax Club’s meeting 
45 Unity Church last evening on the sub- 
ject of the Goldbug Bear.“ He took a 
pronounced stand in favor of a bimetallic 
standard in this county, independent of 
the wishes of other nations, that the de- 
monetization of silver began in England in 
1816 and had culminated in this country 
under Grant in 1873; that to this course 
could be traced the distress now prevail- 
ing; that specie resumption caused a 
stringency, and that as business increased 
a large volume of currency became es- 
sential. 

Ira B. Wood responded briefly to Mr. 
Berry, holding that the continued reitera- 
tion of the assertion that the demonetiza- 
tion of silver by this country in 1873 had 
produced financial and industrial disorder, 
had made some believe it to be true, al- 
though never so demonstrated. As a fact, 
the act of 1873 only recognized that in the 
minds of the people it had already been 
demonetized. In 1805 President Jeffer- 
son stopped the coinage temporarily be- 
cause more silver dcllars were not needed. 
The whole sum issued up to 1873 was only 
$8,000,000. It is plain the failure to pro- 
vide for its coinage when so little was 
called for, could not produce such stu- 
pendous results. The resumption act 
really added $44,000,000 to the silver 
money. Under the Allison and Sherman 
acts $388,000,000 had been coined. It is not 
more money that is needed, but more cir- 
culation of the money. 

A number of questions about the 
Georgian theory were answered by Clar- 
ence A. Miller and Ralph E. Hoyt. 


SHOT HIMSELF. 


Suicide of Jules Bordes on the Public 
Street. 

At 2:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon Jules 
Bordes, a Frenchman, committed suicide 
by shooting himself in the right temple at 
the corner of Arcadia and Los Angeles 
streets. While none saw the act committed 
there were a number of people in the .vi- 
cinity at the time who heard the shot, and 
rushed to the man’s assistance after he 
fell to the ground. As he was still alive 
the patrol wagon was summoned and he 
was conveyed to the receiving hospital, but 
he never recovered consciousness, and died 
within an hour after his admission. 

Where he came from and what his busi- 
ness was could not be ascertained, for, 
with the exception of a letter addressed to 
him at No. Los Angeles street, at 
which place he was not known, there was 
nothing on his person to indicate whether 
he was a resident of this city or merely a 
visitor. 

An inquest will be held on the body 
today.
